Kevin Giles ‘Sailor of Year’ 


Kevin Giles 


Machinist’s Mate First Class (Submarines) Ke¬ 
vin W. Giles, Atlantic Fleet, son of Margaret 
Marsh of Sierra Madre, is one of four United States 
Sailors of the Year and is receiving special honors 
this week in Washington, D.C. 

Kevin, who is currently assigned to Submarine 
NR-1, has also received the Navy Achievement 
Medal twice and the Good Conduct Award twice. 

He is qualified in deep submergence and is a 
qualified engineering officer of the Watch and 
Engineering Duty Officer. 

He was recognized as the 1985 USS La Jolla 
Sailor of the Quarter. 

Kevin was born in Sierra Madre on Apr. 11, 
1963 and graduated from San Dimas High School in 
1981. He enlisted in the Navy July 20, 1981 and 
completed basic training in San Diego. 

Giles completed machinist’s mate “A” school 
in Great Lakes, 111., then basic nuclear power train¬ 
ing in Orlando, Fla. He also completed nuclear 
prototype training in Idaho Falls, Ida. 

His first duty assignment was on USS La Jolla 
in San Diego. 

In March, 1987, Petty Officer Giles reported 
to his current duty assignment aboard Submarine 
NR-1 and assumed duties as Auxiliary Division 


Leading Petty Officer. While there he qualified as 
Damage Control Assistant, Engine-Engineering Of¬ 
ficer of the Watch at sea and Engineering Duty 
Officer in Port. 

He is married to the former Jennifer Wiswell. 

This year’s Washington ceremonies begin with 
the Chief of Naval Operations Frank B. Kelso III 
awarding each sailor a Navy Commendation Medal 
and meritoriously advancing each to chief petty 
officer. 

Highlights of the week also include an office 
call with the Secretary of the Navy, a river cruise 
on the CNO’s barge, and a luncheon at the home 
of the Master Chief Petty Officer of the Navy. In 
addition, the sailors and their guests will visit with 
civilian and military dignitaries, and tour the sights 
of Washington, including the White House, the Pen¬ 
tagon and the Navy Memorial. 

A dinner sponsored by the Naval District Wash¬ 
ington Chief Petty Officers Mess is scheduled at the 
Washington Navy Yard. Following dinner, the Sail¬ 
ors of the Year will be honored guests at the Navy 
Summer Pageant at the Washington Navy Yard. 

The Navy Memorial Foundation also will honor 
the sailors and their families at a special concert at

McMillan nominated state president 


MaryAnn McMillan 


MaryAnn McMillan of Sierra Madre has been 
nominated president of the Learning Disabilities 
Association of California (LDA/CA) with the elec¬ 
tion coming up in October. 

“If education was not in such a critical posi¬ 
tion, 1 probably wouldn’t have accepted the nomina¬ 
tion,” McMillan told The News. “However, I’m 
thrilled that they want me to serve.” 

What will her duties be for the year’s volunteer 
job? She says she will interface with the public, the 
Department of Education and the Board of Directors 
of 18 chapter affiliates throughout the state. 

There is a mailing list of 8000, she told The 
News. 

Why did she accept such an all-encompasing 
position? “I’m terrified of the new reform that 
Supt. Honig (state superintendent of schools) is trying 
to implement in California. Before the reform, 
money went into two pots, so to speak: regular edu¬ 
cation dollars and special education dollars. The 
money to be used for special ed. is for the needs 


of special children. This is a graphic example for 
the physically handicapped children so they can learn. 
Honig wants to put all the dollars into one pot to 
benefit all children. Several programs have been 
piloted in San Bernardino County and kids in their 
12th, 13th and 14th year are being thrown out 
of regular school. The learning handicapped have 
no special support. They give up or are thrown out 
because of their behavior.” 

McMillan says she had a hesitancy for the one- 
year office because “always before presidents of 
the organization were not assertive.” 

She noted, “I was asked to be more assertive. 
We’ll see . ..” 

Learning disabled children have reading, writing, 
auditory/verbal, math, social/emotional or spelling 
symptoms. 

The group encourages research in neuro-physio- 
logical and psychological aspects of learning dis¬ 
abilities, stimulates development of early detection

The Sierra Madre News continues with its series 
on Sierra Madre’s water sources, possible drought 
conditions and what is being done about any prob¬ 
lems that may arise. Ed. 

Solving Sierra Madre’s water problem has been 
described as “unbelievably complicated” and “ter¬ 
ribly difficult” by various people involved in seek¬ 
ing solutions. 

We need additional water, or at least additional 
credit for the water we pul into storage in our natural 
water basin. 

When we spread water from the Big and Little 
Santa Anita Canyons we are only given credit for 
about 50 percent of what we spread, because that 
is what the watermaster’s formula says is retained 
in our Raymond Basin, with the remainder lost to 
evaporation or leaking over the natural dike into the 
lower San Gabriel Basin. 

Because we are penalized (not only the first year, 
but also in succeeding years) we have never tried 
to store water against future drought. It would be like 
trying to keep a savings account when interest 
is deducted, instead of added. 

So we have sold water to Arcadia when we 
had excess, allowing them to pump the extra we 
had spread, rather than attempt to hold it in storage. 

This formula of reduction has caused part of 
our current problem wherein the Raymond Basin 
Management Board’s watermaster’s report for 
fiscal 1988-89 showed Sierra Madre as 542 acre feet 
overpumped beyond our allottment, a figure several 
of those involved feel may now be double that. 

Added to this is the fact that the water district 
we belong to (San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water 
District) puts its state water into the San Gabriel 
Basin. We have no pumping rights in that basin and, 
to date, no way to get water from there to here. 

Our elected representative to the water district. 


Charles Corp, says he believes the district can help 
us with our long range problems, although he, like 
others, feels the short term solution lies with the Ray¬ 
mond Basin Management Board and a change in the 
formula affecting our water credits. 

How can the district help? Corp feels that be¬ 


cause the district has a contract for state water, one 
possibility might be worked out in which the 
district would put water into the San Gabriel Basin 
for one of the agencies with rights there and, in turn, 
that agency would “wheel” water to Sierra Madre —

Here 
we describe how market¬ 
ing was sparked by a 
firefighter’s death. Ed. 

During the late 1970s, 
Hood slowly built a cus¬ 
tomer base of local fire¬ 
fighters and fire 
equipment distributors 
but it was the occasion 
of a firefighter’s 
death that brought the 
product industry recog¬ 
nition. 

In May of 1979, Cal/ 
OSHA (the Cali¬ 
fornia arm of the Occu¬ 
pational Safety & Health 
Administration) was 
called upon to investi¬ 
gate the fatality of a 
Los Angeles City 
Fire Department mem¬ 
ber. During the investi¬ 
gation, several fire¬ 
fighters in the de¬ 
partment who were regu¬ 
larly using the systems 


showed them to the Cal/ 
OSHA representatives, 
saying that if their 
colleague had been wear¬ 
ing one, they would have 
been able to rescue 
him. 

The systems caught 
the interest of Cal/ 
OSHA Safety Engineer 
Ed Grimes. After in¬ 
specting them to under¬ 
stand how they worked, 
he ordered that every 
department in the city 
should be equipped with 
personal alert safety 
systems by November, 
1979. 

It was a turning point 
for Hood and his busi¬ 
ness. The systems 
were now in the public 
eye. Sales went up, and 
suddenly there were 
competitors. And with 
these occurences came 
the necessity for 
standards. 

“A rep from Cal/ 
OSHA called me up 
one day to talk about 
setting standards,”

"We had an eight-hour 
meeting to discuss what 
regulations should exist 
for the systems. 1 had a 
lot of ideas for them 
alread — 1 just hadn’t 
worked them into my 
systems yet because 1 
didn’t have the money.

standards together. Then 
1 hurried home and 
called up my engineers 
to make the required 
changes.’’ 

One of the changes 
that came out of the 
meeting was the motion 
sensor. "1 designed it so 
that if a worker fell un¬ 
conscious and was mo¬ 
tionless for 25 seconds, 
the unit would give off a 
warning beep. After five 
more seconds, it would 
go into the full alarm. 
This way, if the wearer 
was just standing 
still, he could move 
after the warning beep 
to prevent the alarm from 
activating. This design is 
still in my systems to¬ 
day.” 

In addition, he added 
a battery tester and LED 
to ensure that the bat¬ 
tery was operational at 
all times. The LED 
flashes continuously to 
indicate that the unit 
is armed and the 
battery functional. 

Almost by accident, 
through a series of tests, 
he also found that the 
unit was able to expel 
water and remain func¬ 
tional even when soaked. 
[ Rather than rendering 


the unit inoperable, 
as it can with some 
systems, water spurts out

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How to come up with a better water formula 

Continued from Page 1 

that is, allow their pipeline to be utilized to bring 
water to us. 

Several cities, including Arcadia and Pasadena, 
as well as the Metropolitan Water District (MWD), 
have pipelines which could be utilized and have 
rights in both basins. 

The district is currently participating in a study 
of conjunctive use involving both the San Gabriel 
and Raymond Basins which might prove helpful to 
Sierra Madre, Corp says. 

One example of a possible solution would be to 
have the district, which currently has only one cus¬ 
tomer (Alhambra), transfer rights to some of its al¬ 
lotted Feather River water, which is placed in the San 
Gabriel Basin, to MWD in exchange for MWD 
allowing Sierra Madre to take water from its turn¬ 
out in Arcadia or from its Grandview pipeline. 

Unfortunately, everything is complicated by 
legally adjudicated rights. Every agency is jealous 
of its rights and loath to give up any to someone 
else. 

Thus, a willing partner must first be found and 
then riphtc nnrl ex'’*’'’"""' npontiated and perhaps 


readjudicated. 

There are also several additional problems. One 
is that the water from either MWD or our district 
would cost somewhere between $150 to $160 an acre 
foot. Secondly, Sierra Madre would not wish to 
place MWD water and could not place the non- 
potable district water directly into its system, so any 
imported water would also have to be spread. 

This would subject the imported water to the 
same “penalties” as our own spread water, so that 
for every $150 of purchased water we would only get 
credit for about $50 worth of water. 

Thus, any solution involving imported water 
could be either prohibitive in terms of “cost versus 
loss,” or would entail a change in the Raymond Ba¬ 
sin formula. 

According to Corp, our current problem has 
caught the district’s attention. They are concerned 
and want to be of help if a solution can be found 
and decide on. 

A recent district meeting on Sierra 
Madre’s problem rehashed various suggestions, in¬ 
cluding utilization of a well in Arcadia or one on 


Michillinda on county property, or a tie-in with MWD 
in Arcadia. 

These are all ideas which go back almost a 
decade or more and, once again, no decisions were 
forthcoming. 

At this point Sierra Madre is looking to the dis¬ 
trict for decisions and the district is looking to 
Sierra Madre for decisions. 

Corp says that he seriously doubts if the district 
can help Sierra Madre with its problem with the 
Raymond Basin Management Board since the district 
has no adjudicated rights or legal standing in the 
Raymond Basin. 

If he is right, we’re on our own in seeking 
a more advantageous formula for our allotted water — 
the solution we need now. 

Our next article will contain suggestions from 
Tom Shollenberger, Sierra Madre resident and long¬ 
time member (until recently) of the Raymond Basin 
Management Board, on how we can approach our 
Raymond Basin problem and possibly effect both a 
short- and long-term solution.

Tsai was elected a 
county supervisor for 
Bidwcll County, which 
the girls dubbed “The 
Caring ( ounty."

sented; and they 
imposed taxes for high¬ 
way construction and 
conservation.

schools should be man¬ 
dated to offer a class on 
d i I f e r e n t cultures 
to relieve potential 
racism and discrimina¬ 
tion problems. 

Girls' Staters prac¬ 
ticed recycling during 
the week and discussed 
the importance of water 
conservation and the 
environment. 


Tsai said that she was 
surprised that there 
was not a lot of talk 
about women’s issues, 
given that all the parti¬ 
cipants were girls. 

Her favorite part of 
Girls’ State was 
friendship time, a few 
minutes set aside each 
evening before lights 
out when the girls in 
each “city” got to 
know one another better. 
Tsai said that she 
thought she was 
“different,” but that 
she realized she 
has a lot in common 
with girls throughout 
the state. 

She will spend the rest 
of the summer as a stu¬ 
dent in diabetes research 
at the City of Hope. She 
figures this is a good 
experience as she 
plans to study science in 
college.
